Ho blamed everybody 
and everything except tho criminals for the murder of 
young Franks. Bad education, bad environment, the war, 
the reaction of one of the murderers on the others, Niet- 
zsche, were cited as the real causes ot tne murder. 


We heard much of phantasms and dreams and super-

The murder was, it was said, an insane perform- 


ance, yet the men were not insane, but only the pos- 
sessors' of diseased minds. It was, according to Parroxv 
only necessary for the judge to remember that he had 
himself been a boy in order to save them from hanging. 
It was argued further that if lhe court should sentence 
jnen of eighteen and nineteen to be hanged, some other 
judge might some day send a fourteen-year-old boy to 
the gallows. 
D arrow also said that capital punishment 


was wrong, that he himself did nol believe in it, and that 
therefore it ought not to be inflicted.
